Council begins to use Smithfield windfall money 


A CASH windfall from a stalled su¬ 
permarket development will be used 
to fund a tourist information centre. 

Oswestry Town Council will 
also open new public toilets with a 
£450,000 fund gained from the £4 
million Smithfield supermarket deal. 

The council will build the visitor 
facility on its Central Car Park. 

The authority received £4 million 


from the redevelopment of the old 
Smithfield cattle market on Shrews¬ 
bury Road. A new, state-of-the-art 
auction market was built on a smaller 
part of the site freeing up the rest. 

Developers won planning permis¬ 
sion for a retail and cinema complex 
there, but when the cinema operator 
pulled out of the deal, Morrisons, 
the food retailer mothballed the 


plans. The land is now lying empty, 
although the retail company says 
that it still wants to open a new su¬ 
permarket on the site. Several ideas 
have been put forward on how to 
spend the windfall - which can only 
be used for capital projects and not 
for running services. They range 
from turning an empty building in 
the town centre into a community 


hub to Oswestry Civic Society’s ar¬ 
tistic idea of covering over the part 
pedestrianised Cross Street. Town 
Clerk David Preston said the council 
was committed to ensuring that the 
funding should be used for the wid¬ 
est benefit of the town. “Priorities set 
by the council include converting all 
the street lights to LED, the provi¬ 
sion of new public conveniences and 


a tourist information centre on the 
Central Car Park and a new Garden 
of Remembrance at the cemetery,” 
he said. The council still retains all 
land at the Smithfield site and would 
receive revenue income annually for 
site rent. Councillors agreed to the 
move and to a two per cent council 
tax precept increase on Monday.

HEALTH DOUBTS

AN Oswestry mental health 
support group has welcomed 
a move by the Prime Minister 
to put the issue at the fore¬ 
front of her Government’s pol¬ 
icies, but also warned: “we’ve 
heard this all before”. 

Theresa May plans to transform at¬ 
titudes to mental health, with a focus 
on children and young people. 

Additional training for teachers, an extra 
£15m for community care, and improved sup¬ 
port in the workplace were among measures an¬ 
nounced in a keynote speech by the PM. 

Members of Designs in Mind, 
an Oswestry art studio group 
which supports people who 
have battled with mental health 
problems, said they wanted to 
see things change as a result of 
what Theresa May had said, but 
were sceptical about what would 
change. 

They said with an increased 
waiting list for referrals to the 
studio, funding was essential for 
change. 

Catherine Wilks from Designs in Mind said: 
“The stigma attached to mental health is some¬ 
thing that we want to see more people talking 
about, for our members it can often be a bigger 
burden than the illness itself. 

“We want to see things change as a result of 
what Theresa May has said, because just talking 
about it isn’t enough. 

“Our members are sceptical about what will 
change, as they feel they have heard these state¬ 
ments before. 

“Theresa May said that ‘it is always wrong 
for people to assume that the only answer to 
these issues is about funding’ but we have seen 
resources disappear, support networks close, 
staff move on, and increased inconsistency in 
support. 

“At Designs in Mind we have an increased 
waiting list. We feel because funding is stretched 
it is actually creating more of a problem and 
having a negative effect on mental health, and 
so funding is essential to change.”

Assurances given 
as police station 
closes for revamp 

WELSHPOOL police station will be 
closed for the next eight weeks - but res¬ 
idents have been assured policing levels 
will be maintained. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said Welshpool sta¬ 
tion will be closed until early March for a 
revamp with officers being based at the 
fire station. 

The station in Severn Road is undergo¬ 
ing essential heating system maintenance 
and minor fabric works as part of a police 
estate modernisation programme. 

Inspector Jonathan Tatton said during 
the coming weeks alternative arrange¬ 
ments will be in place for normal service 
to continue. 

The Neighbourhood Policing Team will 
be based in the nearby fire station and the 
public call point outside the police station 
will be working as usual so that officers 
can attend from the fire station when 
called. 

He said: “This level of investment in 
Welshpool police station clearly demon¬ 
strates our commitment to keeping a local 
policing base in the town and our desire 
to ensure our facilities are fit for opera¬ 
tional use for the future. 

“It will house a number of police of¬ 
ficers and police staff who together, will 
continue to keep the public safe. 

“These works will ensure that we are 
able to provide the highest standards of 
service to our communities in the Welsh¬ 
pool area.”

Percy the peacock 
in statue honour 

VISITORS to Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital will soon be greeted by a unique 
statue - thanks to a partnership with the 
British Ironwork Centre. 

The centre has agreed to make the 
statue for free in tribute to the hospital’s 
resident peacock, Percy, who passed away 
earlier this month. It will be created by 
Shropshire artist Luke Kite and will be 
put together using obsolete theatre in¬ 
struments. Senior technician Nick Rich¬ 
ardson said: “It was so sad that he died a 
couple of weeks ago, but we are delighted 
that this idea has now been progressed 
and the statue is going to be created.”

Oswestry. He said: “I love my job and that’s 
because my job is about the passengers, they 
make it. I totally acknowledge that I might be 
the only person some people might speak to all 
day and that’s why what I do is so important 
and I feel it’s important that you have fun and 
a laugh and make people smile, otherwise it’s 


all a bit pointless really isn’t it?” John’s ca¬ 
reer driving the buses started in 1987 when 
he took a job with Emyr Jones, before moving 
on to Owen’s and finally working for Tanat 
Valley Coaches, who he continues to work for. 

He said: “I’ve seen many of my regulars 
pass away over the years and that’s horrible 
because like I say these are more than passen¬ 
gers to me but unfortunately that’s part and 
parcel of life and people. 

“When you’ve worked in the same area for 
as long as I have, you do see it all, I’ve seen 


Oswestry go through many uncertain times, 
for example when Littlewoods closed, when 
Woolworths closed too. 

“There was so much doubt and uncertainly 
but things always come good. One thing I love 
about Oswestry is not only its people but its 
resilience, the bad times might come but it al¬ 
ways bounces back.” 

John’s love for people and Oswestry encour¬ 
aged him to stick his head above the parapet 
and he was elected onto Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil in 2013 and Shropshire Council in 2015.

College is 'getting better 
every week 1 says principal

IMPROVEMENTS are being made 
on a weekly basis at Oswestry’s 
North Shropshire College, its in¬ 
terim principal has said. 

Peter McCann joined the college in 
November, months after it had been 
branded inadequate by inspectors. 

But despite this Mr McCann said the col¬ 
lege is moving forward. 

He said: “We’ve just been told by Ofsted 
that we are making improvements follow¬ 
ing a very positive performance monitoring 
review, in contrast to the previous inspec¬ 
tion. 

“The college has got a lot going for it, 
we’ve got a strong level of student support 
here, our students are progressing on from 
here, whether that’s through further stud¬ 
ies, apprenticeships and employment, as 
well as having a good range of facilities and 
resources here for our students. 

“Satisfaction amongst our students is 
also high, which is extremely important.” 

He said: “Stopping A-Levels did result 
in some mixed emotions but the demand 
simply wasn’t there and our specialism is 
our vocational courses and the technical 
and professional training we offer, and one 
of my big aims during my time here is to 
increase the volume of apprenticeships we 
offer, especially at a time when there is 
such a focus on them. 

“The skills of the nation are absolutely 
essential to its productivity. I want this 
college to play our part in improving the 
skills of our young adults, in partnership 
with local employers, but one thing people 
need to realise is that apprenticeships are 
delivered most successfully in partnership 
with employers.” 

Mr McCann’s appointment comes as 
North Shropshire College prepares its fed¬ 
eration with Reaseheath College in Chesh¬ 
ire, which he believes will be beneficial for 
both colleges. 

The cost savings come at a crucial time 
for the college, with Mr McCann admitting 
that finances were “fragile” at the college, 
citing low class numbers as a factor. 

He said despite finances being a tough at 
the college, there was plenty of positives, 
with the future starting to look brighter at 
North Shropshire College. 

“We are making improvements each and 
every week, to the quality of our teaching, 
our student outcomes, it’s all part of a jour¬ 
ney that we are going through,” he said. 


A CHURCH which wants to encourage 
more people through its doors is looking to 
expand its coffee shop. 

St Tysilio and St Mary’s Church at Mei- 
fod, near Welshpool, has called on a local 
architect to help enhance its facilities, mak¬ 
ing it more useable by the local community, 
worshippers and customers. 

Mid Wales-based building design and 
planning consultants Hughes Architects 
is working with the church and Reverend 
Jane James to create a new area within 
the Grade I listed structure to broaden its 
reach. The church has roots dating back 
nearly 1,500 years to one of the original 
Princes of Powys. The original church was 


built on the site in 550AD, although it was 
in 1154 when Madoc ab Meredydd, the 
Prince of Powys, constructed a new church, 
with the current structure dating back to 
1500AD and a new aisle added in 1838. “It’s 
a very interesting project with an objective 
of creating more community space and en¬ 
hancing the worshippers’ experience,” said 
Doug Hughes, managing director and prin¬ 
cipal architect at Hughes Architects. 

“The history of the church and its Grade 
I listed status means any work has to be 
very carefully integrated and we’re working 
with the diocese and ancient monuments 
organisation CADW to ensure everything is 
done in keeping with the structure.” 


The work includes screening off part of 
the church with an oak and glass screen be¬ 
tween arches and introducing heating and 
sympathetic lighting to create a smaller 
and more manageable space for worship 
and community events, particularly in the 
winter months. 

A new disabled access ramp will also be 
introduced along with other work to im¬ 
prove access. The new facilities will allow 
the church to extend the opening times of 
a coffee shop it currently opens within the 
church. Rev James said it was important 
for the church to develop new opportunities 
that integrated with the local community 
and parishioners. 
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Time to halt 
'bickering' 
insists MP 

MP Owen Paterson has claimed the 
bickering between Shropshire and 
Telford has dogged his almost two 
decades in Parliament. 

The North Shropshire MP said he 
was delighted that health minister 
David Mowat had stepped in to ap¬ 
point a new, independent chairman 
for the joint meetings of Shropshire 
and Telford & Wrekin clinical com¬ 
missioning groups. It is hoped it will 
remove a hurdle so that a decision can 
be made on the future of accident and 
emergency services in the county. 

“The bickering between Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford has dogged my 
nearly 20 years in Parliament,” Mr 
Paterson said. “I like the idea that the 
two existing A&Es carry on providing 
80 per cent of their current work, al¬ 
beit, possibly renamed as urgent care 
centres while we get a new, £300 mil¬ 
lion emergency care centre. Some of 
my rural areas look to Shrewsbury, 
some to Telford, but we will also gain 
from urgent care centres being built 
in the rural areas. What is utterly ex¬ 
asperating for my constituents is this 
indecision. We have had three years, 
£3 million spent and still no decision.” 

At the last joint meeting of Shrop¬ 
shire and Telford & Wrekin clinical 
commissioning groups in December, 
members failed to reach agreement 
on a preferred option to base an emer¬ 
gency care A&E unit at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital. 

Birdwatchers the 
focus of meeting 

A GROUP of wildlife enthusiasts will 
meet to learn about the importance of 
garden birdwatchers. 

The Three Parishes Community 
Wildlife Group will hear a talk from 
expert Claire Backshall at its next 
meeting, 

The group’s meeting will take place 
this evening (Thursday). 

It will take place in the Methodist 
Church Hall in Ellesmere Road, St 
Martins. 

Claire will host an in-depth discus¬ 
sion on why garden birdwatchers are 
important. 

Starting at 7pm, the aim of the 
group is to give local people interested 
in wildlife a chance to meet other like- 
minded people. 

Tea, coffee and refreshments will 
also be served at the meeting. 

Admission to the talk costs £2. 

All are welcome.

A LEADING GP says doctors 
will be “hugely offended” by 
comments from Downing Street 
as the Prime Minister revealed 
plans for surgeries to open from 
8am to 8pm seven days a week. 

Oswestry GP Dr Ian Rummens, 
secretary of Shropshire’s Local Med¬ 
ical Committee, which represents the 
county’s GPs, made the comments af¬ 
ter it emerged that the Government 
could withdraw funding from practic¬ 
es if they do not offer appointments 
from 8am to 8pm, seven days a week 
- unless they can prove the demand is 
not there. 

The move is intended to alleviate pres¬ 
sure on the country’s under-strain A&E 
departments. 

A Downing Street spokesman said: “Most 
GPs do a fantastic job, and have their pa¬ 
tients’ interests firmly at heart. 

“However, it is increasingly clear that a 
large number of surgeries are not providing 
the access that patients need - and that pa¬ 
tients are suffering as a result because they 
are then forced to go to A&E to seek care. 

“It’s also bad for hospitals, who then face 
additional pressure on their services.” 

Dr Rummens, who has been at Cambrian 
Medical Practice in Oswestry for 34 years, 
said the real issue facing the country’s hos¬ 
pitals is a lack of funding. 

He also warned that GPs are already at 
breaking point over the hours they work. 

He said: “I think most GPs will be hugely 
offended by what Theresa May has said. 
Nobody, certainly in Shropshire, closes at 
3pm. You are not allowed to do that and no 
one does. Most GPs are doing 12 hours a 
day just to get through the work.” 

He added: “The Government is trying to 
divert attention away from the real cause 
of the problems, underfunding of the NHS, 
and particularly falling bed numbers. 

“In this country we have fewer hospital 
beds than anywhere else in Europe, fewer 
doctors, fewer nurses, and spend far less of 
our GDP on the health service apart from 
one country in Europe. 

“In real terms funding to the NHS has 
been cut by four per cent a year for the last 
five to six years. The issue is simple, there 
are not enough hospital beds to cope with 
our workload.”

IT’S not just rubbish left on the 
roads of Shropshire. 

One trunk road running through 
the county has become a dumping 
ground for unwanted dogs. 

Hayley Bradley formed a rescue 
charity when she discovered the A5 
is a hot spot for abandoned grey¬ 
hounds as it is on the corridor from 
Holyhead, where many retired rac¬ 
ing dogs come in from Ireland and 
the West Midlands. 

Her charity is starting 2017 ex¬ 
pecting to have to care for scores 
of the dogs while new homes are 
found for them. She said: “Racing 
greyhounds are retired if they are 


old or injured. If they can’t be sold 
on many will simply be abandoned. 
The people who have them find a 
nice stretch of A5 and they dump 
them out. We’re here to mop up the 
pieces.” Hayley, from Gobowen near 
Oswestry, first became involved in 
helping greyhounds in 2002 when 
she was at the vets with her dog, a 
St Bernard called Ollie. 

She explained: “I came across a 
retired couple who ran a greyhound 
rescue project. They were holding 
an emaciated black greyhound who 
looked so sad. His coat was dull and 
dirty and he had cuts on his toes 
from urine burns. I volunteered to 


help the couple with their rescue 
and was hooked.” 

She looked after the greyhound, 
Hector for the rest of his life. 

Now the charity that carries his 
name takes in injured and aban¬ 
doned greyhounds. 

Hayley said: “Our aim is to nurse 
them back to health and find them 
forever homes. Fundraising is a con¬ 
tinuing task. The people of Oswestry 
are so generous. We raised an amaz¬ 
ing £957 at Oswestry’s Christmas 
Live and our Christmas Fair at 
Oswestry Memorial Hall.”

Frustration at roadworks misery 


HIGHWAYS officers have been crit¬ 
icised by a senior councillor for al¬ 
lowing multiple roadworks to take 
place in Oswestry at the same time. 

Oswestry Councillor John Gareth 
Jones has hit out at highways offi¬ 
cials as it emerged the town faces 
two months of delays because of 
roadworks. 

There have been delays in 
Shrewsbury Road outside the soon 


to be opened Lidl store as well as a 
road closure at Whittington Road 
while resurfacing work had been 
carried out. Middleton Road will be 
closed from February 28 through to 
March 10 for machine patching and 
associated works. 

Councillor Jones said: “The lack 
of communication between the utili¬ 
ties isn’t good but the fault lies with 
Shropshire Council, they should be 


dictating to these firms whether 
they can carry out works or not. The 
other day it took me 40 minutes to 
get into town on the bus, only from 
my house in Whitefriars. That’s just 
ridiculous.” Simon Jones, Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s cabinet member 
for highways and transport, said: 
“A number of essential works are 
currently taking place within the 
Oswestry area, and Shropshire 


Council is doing all it can to mini¬ 
mise disruption and inconvenience 
caused by these works, through 
careful planning and programming, 
and through close liaison with de¬ 
velopers and utilities companies.” 

He added although the council 
usually tries to avoid work clash¬ 
ing it’s been “impossible” this time 
because of timescales and deadlines 
that have had to be met. 


Discount store announces 
the date for big opening

DISCOUNT supermarket Lidl will open in Oswestry next month, after 
weeks of delays. 

Forty jobs will be created by the supermarket, which will open its doors at the 
former JT Hughes car dealership site at the junction of Shrewsbury Road and 
Victoria Road, on February 23. 

Despite the jobs boost for the town, Mayor of Oswestry, Councillor Paul Milner, said he 
was concerned about the effect roadworks currently outside the site are having on motor¬

“ “ ™ Councillor Milner said: “The highways is 

one of my main concerns so I do hope Lidl 
gets it right because if they don’t people 
will avoid the Shrewsbury Road entrance 
into town and instead use more residential 
streets as short cuts such as Roft Street, 
which will cause problems for residents. 
That junction isn’t great as it is, so I do 
hope it gets sorted.” A spokeswoman for 
Lidl said it is hoped the improvement works 
are completed by the time the shop has 
opened. Councillor Milner said although 
he welcomed the new jobs and variety for 
shoppers, he hopes people make a point 
of using Oswestry’s independent traders 
where possible. He said: “It’s great to have 
variety but I just hope people don’t go as far 
as Lidl and then not bother coming into the 
town centre because that footfall is so im¬ 
portant, especially to independent traders.” 

Lidl will be the seventh supermarket in 
Oswestry once it opens next month, as the 
town currently has two Aldi stores, a Sains- 
bury’s, Morrisons, M&S Food and Iceland. 

Lidl was due to open the store ahead of 
the Christmas period. But it was discovered 
the land was contaminated and the date 
was pushed back. The contamination was 
left behind from when the site was used as 
a gasworks. 


Housing bid 
is outlined 

THE site of an appliances shop and ware¬ 
house could be transformed to provide 
sheltered accommodation properties and 
communal facilities. 

Planning permission is being sought for 
the former GT Appliances site in Oswald 
Road, Oswestry, to be demolished and 
the new homes to be built. Gavin Porritt, 
agent for the applicant Geoff Thomas 
from GT Appliances, said the plans are 
for six two-bedroom apartments and seven 
one-bedroom apartments, a ground floor 
warden’s accommodation and office, ser¬ 
vice rooms and a communal lounge in a 
four-storey building. In the application for 
planning permission, Mr Porritt said: “The 
applicant felt that there was perhaps a 
stronger market for good quality semi-shel¬ 
tered accommodation, typically aimed at 
people of retirement age. Mr Porritt added 
that the design takes into account the char¬ 
acter of the nearby historic buildings.

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Police deliver reassurance 
after attackers are jailed

POLICE have moved to reassure the public after four men who were 
jailed for a combined 15 years for an attack on a man in Oswestry. 

The men were jailed at Stafford Crown Court last week for an attack which 
left a man with significant stab wounds. 

Arsene Cubaka, 23, of Somerton Court, Birmingham; Telmo Bernardo, 19, of Gian 
Gors, Wrexham; Nathan McCarthy, 23, of Abdon Avenue, Birmingham; and Luke Cross, 
23, of Mount View, Sutton Coldfield were all sentenced. 

Cubaka pleaded guilty to grievous bodily harm and was sentenced to eight years in 
prison. Bernardo pleaded guilty to grievous bodily harm and was sentenced to 30 months 

in prison 

McCarthy pleaded guilty to grievous bod¬ 
ily harm and was sentenced to 30 months 
in prison. Cross was found guilty at trial of 
threats to kill and threats to cause crimi¬ 
nal damage and was sentenced to two years 
in prison for each offence, to run concur¬ 
rently. 

It followed an attack in Castlefields, 
Oswestry on January 23 last year where a 
man in his 40s sustained significant stab 
wounds and required life-saving surgery. 

Enquiries into their activities, including 
analysis of mobile phones established that 
they had been in contact with each other 
and had worked together to carry out the 
attack. 

Through interrogation of mobile phone 
data, Automatic Number Plate Recogni¬ 
tion and CCTV enquires, detectives were 
able to prove that Cubaka, McCarthy and 
Bernardo were in Oswestry prior to the 
stabbing, making their way to the West 
Midlands area shortly afterwards. 

Senior investigating officer, Detective 
Inspector Mark Bellamy from West Mercia 
Police said: “This was a pre-planned and 
orchestrated attack. 

“A dedicated team of detectives and sup¬ 
port staff worked extremely hard in the 
opening days of this inquiry, using all of 
the modern investigative tools available 
and the fact that just days after the attack 
occurred, two of the men involved had been 
identified as suspects and arrested, is tes¬ 
tament to the efforts of everyone involved. 

“The victim of this attack required 
life-saving surgery and was extremely for¬ 
tunate that the stabbing did not fatally 
wound him. 

“I hope that the sentences given to these 
four men enable him to begin the process 
of moving on with his life following this 
ordeal. We would like to reassure the com¬ 
munity in Oswestry and surrounding areas, 
that incidents of this nature are very rare 
in the county. 

“We are very grateful to the public for 
providing vital information.” 


Talks held 
over 
for dragon 

THE man behind plans for an 80ft Welsh 
dragon on the Shropshire border has met 
major firms in a bid to attract further sup¬ 
port for the proposed landmark. 

Simon Wingett met officials from Fi¬ 
nance Wales and Barclays in a bid to gain 
their backing for the project, which he 
wants to build just off the A5/A383 near 
Chirk. The £2.5 million scheme would, he 
hopes, attract visitors to the region and 
bring a major boost to the economy. 

Mr Wingett said: “A lot is going on at the 
moment with the project and we’ve had so 
much support so I’m feeling good about it. 
This landmark is going to be something to 
be proud of. It’s going to promote tourism 
in Wales on a global scale and show the 
world what we have to offer.” 

As well as boosting the Welsh economy, 
Mr Wingett said Shropshire will also bene¬ 
fit from the proposals. He said: “There will 
be job opportunities for the people of Shrop¬ 
shire as this will be right on their doorstep. 
This landmark will be looking straight at 
Shropshire.” Earlier this month the plans 
won a five-year extension for planning per¬ 
mission from Wrexham County Borough 
Council and Mr Wingett has now appointed 
a chairman for the scheme, who is based 
in Shropshire. It is also hoped £1 million 
will raised for the centre and sculpture via 
a crowdfunding campaign. 

Mr Wingett will address a meeting of 
Chirk Town Council on Wednesday next 
week.

TOWN 


My mobile telephone number 
suddenly seems to have become 
public property with just about 
every cold caller on earth bom¬ 
barding me with some kind of life 
changing offer - and it’s becom¬ 
ing more than a bit too much. 

It’s anything from funeral plan¬ 
ning insurance to double glazing 
and solar roof panels to cavity 
wall insulation and I usually po¬ 
litely tell them to go away. But 
this week I made the mistake of 
answering a call while seeking 
the right platform at Birming¬ 
ham’s bustling New Street Sta¬ 
tion. Apparently I was entitled 
to claim up to £16,000 in over¬ 
paid PPI charges on a credit 
card I owned and this guy with 
the strange accent was about to 
change my life. Normally I would 
have politely said “no thanks” 
and flicked the “off” switch but 
on this occasion I thought a bit of 
fun was called for and expressed 
my surprise and interest. 

With a catch dangling on the 
hook the caller couldn’t hide his 
excitement and continued to 
pour out reasons why I should 
give him my card details over 
the phone. But when I explained 
I would need to see something 
in writing first the mood quickly 
changed and it was the caller 
who lost his cool and told me to 
“****** off” before hanging up. I 
wasn’t expecting that - I wanted 
to do the hanging-up bit. 

While this was an amusing 
interlude many callers success¬ 
fully persuade people to hand 
over their personal information 
and bank balances are often 
emptied. There are ways to stop 
these nuisance callers and it’s 
best to remember how unlikely 
it is that someone ever calls you 
with such good news. You can 
of course have your telephone 
number registered with Tele¬ 
phone Preference Services (TPS) 
to reduce the number of calls, go 
ex-directory or ask the caller to 
remove your details from their 
records, which they must do 
by law once asked. If the same 
company calls again report them 
to the Information Commission¬ 
er’s Office. 

All good things come to an end 
it is said and that’s exactly what 
happened last weekend when lo¬ 
cal football club The New Saints 
saw their world record breaking 
run of 28 wins come to an end 
with a 3-3 draw at Newtown in 
the Welsh Premier League. There 
have been those who have tried 
to belittle the achievement of the 
Oswestry based club in reach¬ 
ing Guinness Book Of Records 
fame with the amazing winning 
run of 28 games, questioning the 
standard of the Welsh League.

Government must act as 
NHS nears breaking point 


A consultant with 25 years' 
experience tells WAYNE 
BEESE the NHS crisis is 
the worst he has ever seen 

THE NHS is dealing with its 
worst ever winter crisis, the 
Royal College of Physicians 
has warned. 

Shropshire consultant Dr Andrew 
MacLeod is one of a long list of spe¬ 
cialists who have put their names to 
a letter to Prime Minister Theresa 
May. 

They are all members of the RCP, 
whose president Professor Jane Dacre is 
leading calls for urgent action. 

The letter says that lives are being put 
at risk by the crisis in the NHS and social 
care. 

The letter, signed by Professor Dacre 
and 49 members of council, represent¬ 
ing 33,000 doctors across 30 specialities, 
warned that hospitals are “over-full, with 
too few qualified staff’. 

They said they felt “compelled to speak 
up” as they worked on the front line in 
the NHS. 

Dr Andrew MacLeod, who has worked 
as a consultant at both the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital and Telford’s Princess 
Royal for nearly a quarter of a century, 
said the current situation in the NHS 
was the worst he had ever known since 
coming into medicine. 

“The situation in Shropshire is bad, 
but it is seemingly even worse elsewhere 
in the West Midlands,” Dr MacLeod said. 

“A great deal of work was done at 
Shrewsbury and Telford to prepare for 
the winter, and due to the very very hard 
work of the staff they seem to have coped 
better than some other areas in the re¬ 
gion. 

“There is still much strain which is 
approaching breaking point, and the

government must realise that to do no 
more in terms of financial support could 
risk real harm.” 

The 66-year-old, who retired as a full¬ 
time consultant at the end of 2015 but 
still works at both hospitals on a part- 
time basis, said there were two particu¬ 
lar problems. 

“One is we can’t get older patients 
whose conditions have stabilised out of 
hospital to an appropriate place, such as 
home with support or to a residential or 
care home setting,” he said. 

“This is because of what we have 
seen with cuts to funding in care in the 
community. 

“The other problem is a real increase 
in sick people, mainly the elderly, but 
also younger people as well. 

“There has been a real increase this 
year in virus-type conditions, and we 
have seen admissions have gone up 20 


per cent. This happening right across 
the West Midlands - we have been luck¬ 
ier in Shropshire in a way, places like 
Stafford, Worcester and Coventry have 
been really badly affected.” 

Dr MacLeod said there would be a 
real knock-on effect for the quality of 
healthcare patients received if immedi¬ 
ate action was not taken by the govern¬ 
ment. 

“It will result in us not being able to 
get patients into hospital and into the 
emergency centres to treat them early 
for conditions like sepsis or heart at¬ 
tacks. This will be damaging to patients 
and possibly cost lives. 

“Secondly, patients will start to stay 
away , the ones that should be coming to 
hospital won’t. 

“I know Jeremy Hunt is talking a lot 
at the moment about the people who 
shouldn’t be coming to hospital, but 


for me that’s not the problem at the mo¬ 
ment. 

“Thirdly, the morale of staff. We can’t 
fill our posts. Three out of every five 
consultant positions at the moment are 
unfilled. 

“We are hearing of people increasingly 
training in medicine, and then going and 
getting jobs elsewhere. We want to re¬ 
verse this trend, medicine is a fantastic 
career and we want to make these jobs 
appealing again. 

“From a personal point of view, I 
am getting older now, and am nervous 
about developing an acute condition 
that would need emergency admission 
to hospital. 

“It’s the same for all of us, we all 
worry about ourselves, our relatives and 
families, and what will happen if they 
have to go into hospital. 

“We are down the bottom in terms of 
funding, if you look at health services for 
example across the rest of Europe. 

“People may have to realise that if 
they want a better and more efficient 
health service, then they may have to 
pay a bit more towards it.” 

The letter comes after figures showed 
record numbers of people had experi¬ 
enced long waits in A&E. 

Waits of more than 12 hours among 
elderly people have more than doubled 
in two years, according to NHS Digital 
data. 

Doctors said pressures in social care 
mean more people are being pushed into 
hospitals and they are trapped there for 
longer. 

The doctors warned that the issues 
are “demotivating and demoralising” 
the clinical workforce, with staff threat¬ 
ening to leave. They added that the 
money allocated to the NHS by the Gov¬ 
ernment was not enough. 

A Department of Health spokesman 
said: “We know the NHS is facing in¬ 
creasing demand from an ageing popula¬ 
tion. We’re investing £10 billion to fund 
the NHS’s own plan to transform ser¬ 
vices and relieve pressure on hospitals.” 



WORKING 
FOR YOU 


The future for A&E services for 
Shropshire and Mid Wales re¬ 
mains very uncertain. 

But last week, a UK Gov¬ 
ernment health minister made 
an important statement to the 
House of Commons when re¬ 
sponding to a debate secured 
by Shrewsbury MP, Daniel Kaw- 
czyinski which gave some confi¬ 
dence about the future. 

He acknowledged that the fail¬ 
ure of the two Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Groups in Shropshire to 
agree to desperately needed re¬ 
form of A&E services cannot be 
allowed to continue. He outlined 
a workable way forward. 

We have known for years what 
needs to be done. It’s blinding¬ 
ly obvious. It simply is not sus¬ 
tainable that the two Shropshire 
major hospitals at Shrewsbury 
and Telford can run A&Es as they 
have in the past. 

Too many patients are arriving 
at the doors. Patients with life 
threatening conditions are mixed 
up with others who have com¬ 
paratively minor injuries. High¬ 
ly committed hospital staff are 
being put under unacceptable 
pressures. 

A new ‘Emergency Centre’ is 
needed to treat the 20 per cent of 
patients who have life threaten¬ 
ing conditions. The other 80 per 
cent would continue to attend 
the existing A&Es at Shrewsbury 
and Telford, perhaps renamed 
Urgent Care Centres. It is totally 
unacceptable that patients’ lives 
are being put at greater risk by 
refusal to take what I accept are 
tough decisions. 

The two Commissioning 
Groups cannot agree. The 
Shropshire CCG favour the new 
Emergency Centre being located 
at Shrewsbury, while the Telford 
and Wrekin CCG favour Telford. 

The two CCGs set up a body 
called the Future Fit Programme 
Board to reach the best option 
and make recommendations. 
After three years, and at a cost 
of several million pounds, it rec¬ 
ommended that the Emergen¬ 
cy Centre should be located at 
Shrewsbury. Shockingly to me, 
and everyone in Mid Wales, the 
Telford CCG members refused to 
accept it, despite having estab¬ 
lished the Future Fit Board. 

It’s absolutely crucial to pa¬ 
tients from Mid Wales that the 
Emergency Centre be based at 
Shrewsbury. Many of my con¬ 
stituents already face hour-long 
journeys for emergency care. It’s 
not acceptable to add on anoth¬ 
er 20 minutes. The Minister this 
week informed us that the next 
meeting to decide the future will 
have an independent chair with 
a casting vote. The Minister also 
informed us that he expected 
a decision in approximately 12 
weeks. I do hope so, for the sake 
of those needing emergency 
care throughout Shropshire and 
Mid Wales, and the overworked 
clinicians expected to deliver it.

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IF I PAY THE DEPOSIT ON OUR HOUSE, CAN I GET A 
BIGGER SHARE IF WE SPLIT UP? 

Q: My girlfriend and I are planning to buy a house together. To raise a substantial deposit I am going to sell the starter home I bought ten years ago. As my 
girlfriend will contribute equally to the mortgage and household bills, will she have an equal right to the property if we ever split up? 

A: It will largely depend on whether you own the property as joint tenants or as tenants in common. If you hold it as joint tenants and you split up, the starting 
point for the division of the property will be 50:50 as you will both own the whole of it. 

If you are concerned about entitlement to a larger sum than your girlfriend, to reflect your larger financial input,there are measures you can put into place. You 
can log your greater interest in the property at the time of purchaseand should look to own the property as tenants in common in unequal shares, whereby each 
of you would own a defined percentage of it. You could also sign a Declaration of Trust, which is something that is frequently recommended by solicitors in cases 
where there is an imbalance of initial contributions towards the purchase of a property. 


Holding a property as tenants in common is becoming more popular, not just with young unmarried couples who purchase property together but also with older 
couples as part of their inheritance tax planning. If a couple own a property as tenants in common, either of them can pass on their share of the property in their 
Will, whilst allowing their partner or spouse to continue living at the property. The surviving partner’s share would be passed pursuant to their Will, or the rules 
of intestacy if there is no Will, on death.

Drug dealer given 
five-year jail term 

A DRUG dealer who was caught with 
wraps of cocaine and heroin hidden 
inside Kinder Eggs has been jailed for 
more than five years. 

James Spotswood, 28, also had a 
knife said to be for protection or to 
threaten people to make payments. 

He had also escaped from the dock 
at Shrewsbury Crown Court following 
his trial. Spotswood was the driver 
of a car stopped in Gobowen Road, 
Oswestry, almost a year ago when he 
and his accomplice, Alan O’Neill, were 
arrested. Spotswood of New Ferry, 
Wirral, was jailed for 64 months - a 
total of 54 months for possession of 
cocaine and heroin with intent to 
supply and possession of the knife, a 
further eight months for escaping and 
two months for being in breach of a 
previous suspended sentence. 

Recorder Martin Jackson said that 
both men had been involved in the or¬ 
ganised supply of drugs in Shropshire. 

At an earlier hearing 28-year-old 
O’Neill, of Dundonald Street, Birk¬ 
enhead, was given 40 months having 
admitted the two drugs offences.

THE Marches Academy Trust in 
Oswestry said news that sec¬ 
ondary schools in England will 
get free mental health training 
was encouraging. 

In a keynote speech to the Charity 
Commission, Prime Minister Theresa 
May announced plans to transform at¬ 
titudes to mental health, with a focus 
on children and young people. 

Additional training for teachers, an extra 
£15m for community care, and improved 
support in the workplace were among 
measures announced by the PM. 

A new approach to tackling mental 
health problems would start with ensur¬ 
ing that children and young people had the 
help and support they needed and deserved 
she said and announced that mental health 
training would be delivered by Mental 
Health First Aid UK to staff in a third of 
secondary schools this year. 

Sarah Longville, executive headteacher 
at The Marches School said: “This is very 
encouraging news. We know that mental 
health issues sometimes start in children 
of school age and at The Marches School 
we have key members of staff who work 
very hard to ensure that we offer the most 
support to our students and families. 

“To be able to develop this support and 
extend the training that is needed across 
the school will enhance the emotional well¬ 
being of our students and their families.” 
Teaching school development manager 
Kate Aspinall said The Marches School was 
in an ideal position to use mental health 
funding not only to train staff at the school 
but also to provide additional support to its 
partner schools and across Shropshire. She 
said: “Additional funding would be very 
welcome to support our training provision 
in this key area.” 


THE Marches Sixth Form 
Oswestry will be opening its doors 
on February 11 to prospective stu¬ 
dents offering them the opportunity 
to experience life as a Sixth Form 
student.

Driver had 
cocaine in 
his system 
court hears 

A MAN who was caught driving with 
cocaine in his system after he went 
out to buy cider has been handed a 
12-month driving ban. 

Police saw Frank Hansom driving a 
Peugeot 106 before he made a strange 
manoeuvre and drove off at speed, 
Telford Magistrates Court heard. 

Ms Abigail Hall, prosecuting, said 
officers tried to follow the vehicle but 
could not catch up with it. 

She said the vehicle returned to the 
area a short while later and police fol¬ 
lowed the car onto the A483, on the 
outskirts of Oswestry. 

Ms Hall said he was travelling at 
about lOOmph and police pulled him 
over. 

She said he got out the vehicle and 
stumbled as he walked towards the 
officers. 

He was taken to the police station 
and gave a urine sample which con¬ 
firmed there were numerous drugs in 
his system, including cocaine. 

Hansom, 57, of Wepre Lane, Con- 
nah’s Quay, pleaded guilty to driving 
whilst unfit through drugs on October 
15 last year. 

The court heard he had a previous 
conviction for driving whilst disqual¬ 
ified. 

Emma Lineton, representing Han¬ 
som, said: “He lives in a caravan 
and not far away from where he was 
stopped by police. He had nipped out 
to buy cider from the local shop and 
was returning home when he was 
stopped by police.” 

She said he had been taking med¬ 
ication at the time, which could ex¬ 
plain why other drugs were found in 
his system. 

She said he did not accept he had 
been travelling at speeds of lOOmph, 
but admitted he probably was over 
the speed limit. 

He was given a 12-month driving 
ban and ordered to pay a £110 fine, 
£135 costs and £30 victim surcharge.

Couple waxing lyrical 
about birds in garden

ANN and Stephen Ashworth are 
used to seeing blackbirds, spar¬ 
rows and bluetits in their garden. 

But they were amazed when a flock 
of birds they had never seen before 
descended on the rowan tree in their 
front garden in Shropshire - and 
stripped it of its berries. 

Up to 70 waxwings, a species not often 
seen so far west in Britain, were the cul¬ 
prits who delighted the couple with their 
presence. 

Mrs Ashworth, who lives in Llys Road, 

Oswestry, said: “I was upstairs and just 
happened to look out of the bedroom win¬ 
dow. 

“There were lots of birds all eating the 
white berries on our rowan tree.” 

Her husband decided to look in one of his 
books to see what breed they might be. 

He eventually identified them as wax- 
wings, which are plumper and slightly 
smaller than the much more common star¬ 
ling, which can be seen in most gardens 
in the country. “They are really beautiful 
and distinctive,” Mrs Ashworth said. “They 
have a lovely yellow tip on the end of their 
tail and a pretty crest on top of their head.” 

She said the waxwings had flown all the 
way to Oswestry from Scandinavia. 

It does not breed in the UK but is a win¬ 
ter visitor. 

Some years they arrive in larger num¬ 
bers, called irruptions, 

This is when the population on its breed¬ 
ing grounds gets too big for the food availa¬ 
ble. Mrs Ashworth added: “The birds would 
fly to our tree and pick some berries, fly off 
to roost in a nearby tree, then come back

Police visibility 
in the spotlight 

WEST Mercia Police has been ranked 
in the worst 10 forces in England for 
police visibility. 

Nearly half of people polled by Nex- 
tdoor, a new social network for neigh¬ 
bourhoods, said they had not seen a 
police officer patrolling in their local 
area in the past year. 

The force was ranked joint 10th 
from bottom, alongside Kent Police, 
with 47 per cent of the 526 people 
polled saying they had not seen a sin¬ 
gle uniformed police officer on patrol. 

Paul Moxley, detective chief in¬ 
spector for local investigation, who 
is based in Shrewsbury, said: “West 
Mercia Police is working hard to en¬ 
sure its valuable resources are as 
visible as possible, by reducing office 
based tasks and investing heavily in 
mobile technology .As a major roll out 
of the technology takes effect during 
2017, officers will no longer be re¬ 
quired to return to the police station 
and will be able to remain within the 
communities they serve, thus improv¬ 
ing visibility.”

Social care on the brink 
warns leader of forum

AN expert has warned the so¬ 
cial care sector in Powys will 
collapse unless the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment invests more money in 
independently-run care homes 
and domiciliary care. 

Mario Kreft MBE, the chair of Care 
Forum Wales, was speaking after the UK 
Government gave the go-ahead for local au¬ 
thorities in England to raise more money 
by raising council tax. The Welsh govern¬ 
ment has followed suit. 

According to Mr Kreft, it was a recogni¬ 
tion that social care is in crisis but stressed 
that putting up council tax wouldn’t come 
close to solving the problem. 

He the UK Government’s decision to 
raise the minimum wage without knowing 
where the money was coming from added 
to the problem which was seeing the almost 
weekly closures of independently-run care 
homes and nursing homes across Wales. 

Mr Kreft said that the only answer 
was for the fees paid to providers to be in¬ 
creased so that care homes and domiciliary 
care providers were able to pay staff what 
they deserved. 

He said: “Everyone now agrees that so¬ 
cial care has become right up there at the 
top of the political agenda. It would appear 
from what we’re learning in England that 
they are taking on board that something 
has to be done and quickly. It is, however, 
also clear that just raising the council tax 
is not the answer. Last year in England 95 
per cent of councils used a social care pre¬ 
cept and it raised less than three per cent of 
what councils plan to spend on adult social 
care, so it’s just scratching the surface.”

No sandwiches 
for NHS patients 

SANDWICHES and salads are no 
longer being given to patients at 
Shropshire’s hospitals - after cash- 
strapped NHS bosses said they could 
no longer afford to pay suppliers. 

The extraordinary financial situa¬ 
tion faced by Shrewsbury and Telford 
Hospital Trust has been laid bare in a 
memo sent to staff. 

It reveals debts have become so bad 
that firms supplying Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital and Telford’s Princess 
Royal have been told they will not be 
paid until April. 

The memo, by communications 
officer David Burrows, continues: 
“Unfortunately our current sandwich 
supplier has not accepted these terms. 

“As a result, from Monday we will 
be unable to provide sandwiches and 
salads for patients or in our commer¬ 
cial outlets.” Mr Burrows apologises 
for “any inconvenience caused” and 
says hot meals would remain availa¬ 
ble. The move comes as the trust ef¬ 
fectively faces a cash flow problem as 
it attempts to reduce debts within this 
financial year. 

two treated after 
collision in village 

TWO people were taken to hospital 
following a two-car collision. 

The driver of one of the vehicles - 
a 55-year-old woman - was taken to 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital after suf¬ 
fering abdominal pains after the crash, 
which happened shortly before 7.40am 
on Thursday last week in Olden Lane, 
Ruyton-XI-Towns near Oswestry.

Business 'boosts local 
economy by £4 million' 


Tourist centre could be reopened 



The Mile End Tourist Information Centre was closed in July but there are plans to have it reopened

A TOURISM and visitor centre, 
which needs planning permis¬ 
sion to allow it to continue oper¬ 
ating, pumps about £4 million a 
year into the local economy, de¬ 
velopment experts have said. 

The British Ironwork Centre, on 
the edge of Oswestry, is an important 
tourism attraction for Shropshire, 
according to the county’s Economic 
Growth Service. 

But the Highways Agency wants more 
details on a proposed improved access. 

Owners of the centre have applied for 
retrospective planning permission to oper¬ 
ate on the land at Whitehall, just south of 
the town. In a report to Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee, the Economic 
Growth Service says it supports the appli¬ 
cation, which it says has a significant im¬ 
pact on the Oswestry’s local economy, its 
rural hinterland and population. 

It says: “The enterprise is an important 
tourism attraction which brings in a large 
number of visitors who also go on to visit 
Oswestry helping to underpin and sustain 
local shops and associated services in the 
town. The integration of the former Shrop¬ 
shire Council-run Tourism Information 
Centre into the scheme will also help to 
stimulate the local tourist economy pin¬ 
pointing local facilities, as well as work¬ 
ing closely on cross promotional tourism 
partnerships with other attractions in the 
region. The business already makes a fi¬ 
nancial contribution to the economy of up 
to £4m and plays an important role in sup¬ 
porting the local supply chain with up to 
140 local businesses in the area.” 

Economic development officers say the 
business is a significant employer with 
around 60-70 staff and opportunities for 
volunteering. 


PLANS to reopen a closed tourist 
information centre are moving for¬ 
ward, with at least one business 
pledging to offer a helping hand. 

The centre originally opened 
at Mile End, on the outskirts of 
Oswestry, when the A5/A483 bypass 
was built 30 years ago. It closed last 
July after Shropshire Council said 
visitor numbers had plummeted, de¬ 
spite having previously won awards 
for being the best in the Midlands 
and Wales. 


Earlier this month, Clive Knowles, 
owner of the nearby British Iron¬ 
work Centre, announced plans to re¬ 
open the centre, under the umbrella 
of a Shropshire Tourism Volunteer 
Group. 

Oswestry-based firm Hollis Office 
Solutions has come forward to offer 
its help. 

Mr Knowles said: “Business sup¬ 
port is building as Hollis Office 
Solutions in Oswestry has stepped 
forward to offer a shoulder to the 


tourism wheel. General manager 
Mark Bamford has been increasingly 
generous and offered stationery, 
printers and the high probability of 
telephone and technical support. 

“We now need more Oswestry 
businesses to step forward and help 
our town.” 

Following a meeting with Shrop¬ 
shire Council, Mr Knowles said he 
is hoping to take over the building 
and reopen it, operated by the newly 
formed tourist volunteer group. 


Proposal to 
open road 
likely to be 
hit by delay 

PLANS to inject life into a street 
blighted by empty buildings could be 
shelved as the local authority is keen 
to spend £10,000 on a new bollards 
system. 

Councillor Steve Charmley, dep¬ 
uty leader of Shropshire Council, last 
week revealed that the authority is 
proposing to spend a total of £50,000 
on the new system on a number of 
streets in Oswestry. 

One of the roads officers are look¬ 
ing at is Cross Street, which currently 
Councillor Charmley and members of 
Oswestry Town Council are looking 
into the possibility of removing the 
bollards for six months and trialling 
re-opening the street to traffic. 

But following a meeting with of¬ 
ficers, Councillor Charmley said al¬ 
though they seemed supportive of 
the trial, they were looking to save 
£12,000 a year which at present they 
are paying Oswestry Town Council to 
open and close the bollards manually. 

He said: “They are keen to press 
ahead with these automated bollards 
because they are looking to save 
money. Although they are looking to 
spend £50,000, which sounds like an 
horrendous figure, that’s because it’s 
going to cost about £10,000 per street. 

“This doesn’t mean a trial of Cross 
Street is off the cards entirely but 
they are keen to get these bollards 
sorted.” 

Councillor Charmley said even if 
a trial of reopening the street was a 
success, it could take as long as three 
years to even get it reopened for good 
once plans are finalised and consulta¬ 
tions have been carried out. 

He said: “When the road was closed 
off to traffic aboutlO years ago, that 
had taken about three years to hap¬ 
pen, so it will be the same to reopen 
it.” 

Councillor Charmley said he is still 
keen for a trial of reopening the road 
to go ahead.

Parish council 'can pay 
£550 for traffic action'

A £550 fee must be paid by a 
parish council for traffic calming 
measures to be brought in im¬ 
mediately in a village, councillors 
have heard 

Weston Rhyn Parish Council has 
been told by highways officers at 
Shropshire Council that it must pay 
the sum for a rubber strip that counts 
traffic and calculates speed if it wants 
it installed now. 

Councillor Ralph Cooper, the parish 
council’s chairman said that speeding in 
the village continued to be a problem. 

He said: “I see cars fly through the vil¬ 
lage, one particularly bad spot is Garden 
Croft where we want this strip to be put 
but we’ve been told there are no plans at 
the moment as there are other more press¬ 
ing things that need doing elsewhere first.” 

He also called for action to be taken on 
the bends in Weston Rhyn towards the 
Wern. 

Simon Jones, Shropshire Council’s cabi¬ 
net member for highways and transporta¬ 
tion, said: “The accident site on the double 
bends at the top of Weston Rhyn village 
was surfaced dressed in summer 2016 and 
the new road markings completed. The pro¬ 
posed new warning signage for this site, in¬ 
cluding the damaged 30mph sign, has been 
ordered through our term contractor and is 
due to be received from their sign supplier 
shortly. As soon as the new signs arrive we 
will arrange for installation. 

“Weston Rhyn Parish Council have been 
told that a traffic survey will be carried out 
when funding is available: unfortunately 
there is a long waiting list. Officers have al¬ 
ready communicated this to Weston Rhyn 
Parish Council, and the parish council 
could consider funding a survey at a cost 
of £550.”

Man spared 
custody over 
'small drug 
enterprise' 

A MAN was found to be running his 
own “small scale commercial enter¬ 
prise” after a quantity of drugs, cash 
and paraphernalia were discovered at 
his home, a court heard. 

Joshua Gordon was spared custody 
after he appeared at Shrewsbury 
Crown Court for sentencing, after 
previously pleading guilty to posses¬ 
sion of cannabis, with intent to sup¬ 
ply- 

Kevin Jones, prosecuting, said on 
June 8 last year, officers searched 
Gordon’s home in Applewood Heights 
in West Felton near Oswestry, where 
£365 in cash was found, as well as dig¬ 
ital scales, cling film and five different 
packages of cannabis, which weighed 
about an ounce in total. 

Gordon, 20, was arrested and inter¬ 
viewed, and admitted he was selling 
to friends but that he wasn’t making 
any money. 

However, messages on his phone 
showed he was dealing to friends - 
and for profit. 

Mr Jones said Gordon was sending 
between six and nine people text mes¬ 
sages, informing them of when “drugs 
were in stock”. “He was running a 
small scale commercial enterprise 
supplying cannabis,” said Mr Jones. 

The court heard how Gordon was of 
previous good character. 

Sentencing Gordon, Recorder Mar¬ 
tin Jackson said: “As a user, you knew 
there was a chance to supply your 
friends. This supply was for your own 
profit, despite what you’d initially told 
police.” 

Mr Jackson noted the quantity of 
cannabis was a “relatively small” 
amount and sentenced Gordon to six 
months in a young offenders institu¬ 
tion, suspended for two years. He also 
ordered him to carry out 150 hours of 
unpaid work and pay a contribution to 
costs of £250. Gordon was also fined 
£100 for failing to surrender to court, 
after arriving late for the hearing.

With winter now upon us and difficult 
driving conditions almost guaranteed 
at some point in the next few months, 
drivers in Oswestry and Welshpool are 
being reminded they must be ready for 
the colder weather.

To prepare for driving in potentially hazardous 
conditions, TyreSafe recommends all drivers 
ensure their tyres are ready and in good 
condition to face the worst of the winter 
weather. 

Check tyre tread depth - this should be well 
above the legal minimum of 1,6mm across the 
central % of each tyre’s width and its entire 
circumference. 

You can use a 20p as a guide to how close a 
vehicle’s tyres are to this limit. 

Check tyre air pressures - specific pressures 
for your vehicle can be found on the car door 
shut, filler cap or the owner’s manual. 

Check overall condition - tyres with bumps, 
cracks or foreign objects embedded into them 
should be changed immediately. 

Steering, acceleration and braking 
performance of summer tyres drops when 
temperatures are below 7°C, meaning a vehicle 
will take longer to stop and steering responses 


will be blunted. To reduce your risks, modify 
your speed to the conditions. 

Allow plenty of braking distance between 
yourself and the vehicle in front, and accelerate 
and corner gently. 

In areas where low temperatures and settled 
snow are experienced for prolonged periods, 
the use of winter tyres is advised. Stuart 


Jackson, chairman, TyreSafe, said: “As snow in 
the UK is infrequent, many drivers are not used 
to the testing conditions it poses. 

“Checking the pressure, tread and condition 
of your tyres is not a ‘nice to do’, it’s a ‘must 
do’.” 

TyreSafe is the UK’s charity dedicated to 
raising awareness of the importance of correct 


tyre maintenance and the dangers of defective 
and illegal tyres. 

In 2009, TyreSafe was awarded with the 
Prince Michael International Road Safety Award 
in recognition of its achievements in raising 
awareness about the dangers associated with 
driving on defective and worn tyres.

Aria officially 
opens warehouse 

DAIRY giant Aria has opened a huge 
new warehouse for maturing and stor¬ 
ing cheese in Shropshire.

Poultry owners urged to 

stay on Avian Flu alert

POULTRY and bird owners 
across the region are being 
urged to remain on alert after an 
outbreak of “highly pathogenic” 
bird flu was confirmed in North 
Wales. 

There are now fears the virus could 
spread and affect chickens and other 
wild and domestic fowl in Mid Wales 
and Shropshire. 

In fact experts say it could already be in 
the region but not yet detected. 

NHS Choices say no humans have been 
infected with bird flu in the UK, although 
plans are in place to manage any suspected 
cases. 

It has been confirmed that a wild duck 
has died from avian flu at an RSPB reserve 
in Conwy. 

The H5N8 strain of the infection that 
was detected on December 28 was also 
confirmed in a back-yard flock of chickens 
and ducks in the Pontyberem area of Car¬ 
marthenshire, South Wales, on January 3, 
after the birds were culled. 

It was the same strain of the virus found 
in an infected wild duck in Llanelli and tur¬ 
keys in Lincolnshire. 

And around 80 wild swans have died at 
the historic Abbotsbury Swannery in Dor¬ 
set - with nine confirmed cases of H5N8. 

Chief veterinary officer Professor Chris- 
tianne Glossop said: “It is extremely im¬ 
portant that bird keepers practise the very 
highest levels of biosecurity. 

“Even when birds are housed, there re¬ 
mains a risk of infection and keepers of 
poultry and other captive birds should en¬ 
sure every effort is made to prevent contact 
with wild birds. 

“The movement of poultry should be 
minimised and clothing and equipment 
should always be disinfected.”

Petrol thief 
had to go to 
see mother 
court told 

A THIEF who stole more than £160 of 
fuel from filling station forecourts in 
Shropshire told police he was having 
to make regular long journeys to see 
his terminally ill mother. 

Simon McAllister used false num¬ 
ber plates when he visited filling sta¬ 
tions in Oswestry and Shrewsbury 
on three occasions last year, Telford 
Magistrates Court heard. 

Abigail Hall, prosecuting, told 
the court that on the first occasion 
he filled up his Mercedes at a Shell 
garage on the main A483/A5 at 
Oswestry, with £46.87 of diesel before 
driving away without paying. 

A day later he went to an Esso ga¬ 
rage in Meole Brace, Shrewsbury, and 
filled up the same vehicle with £60.60 
worth of fuel. 

But again, he drove off without 
making payment, the court heard. 

He returned to the Esso garage 
three days later and filled up the ve¬ 
hicle with £60.69 worth of fuel before 
driving away without paying. 

The three thefts took place between 
August 29 and September 2 last year. 

Ms Hall said McAllister was located 
by police and interviewed. 

She said McAllister made full ad¬ 
missions to police, telling them he had 
to make regular trips from Anglesey 
in Wales to Birmingham to see his 
terminally ill mother before she died. 

McAllister, 43, of Maes Geraint, 
Pentraeth, Gwynedd, pleaded guilty 
to three offences of making off with¬ 
out making payment. 

Representing himself in court, 
McAllister said: “I didn’t have the full 
intention in my head to deceive the 
petrol stations. I’m deeply ashamed 
of it. I wish I could have dealt with it 
in some other way.” 

McAllister was given a three-year 
conditional discharge. 

He was also ordered to pay £168.16 
compensation, £135 costs and £20 vic¬ 
tim surcharge.

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Wildfowl in 
their element 


WINTER can be the most beauti¬ 
ful time of the year for us. 

As I’ve recently mentioned, this time 
of the year can of course be difficult for 
wildlife whether it’s very cold or very 
mild. 

But generally speaking what can one see 
and do during the winter months that per¬ 
haps you can’t at other times of the year? 
Well with a county blessed by some fine 
watercourses, January is a great month for 
ducks, geese and swans. Wildfowl are both 
numerous now and the drakes are in their 
brightest and best plumage of the year. 
Huge flocks of migratory geese are a com¬ 
mon sight in some coastal areas but there 
are treats to savour inland too. 

Whooper swans a regularly seen at places 
such as Venus Pool now and an early start 
can be both exciting and beautiful to be¬ 
hold. For some of our less common ducks, 
including pintail, goldeneye, long-tailed 
duck, red-breasted merganser and goo¬ 
sander, the Severn and the meres as well as 
other ponds and lakes, can be a magnet for 
a few individuals this month. 

Although snowfall provides a wonderful 
opportunity to study animal tracks, frost 
can also turn up a few pretty prints. It may 
not be the most welcome substance, but 
mud is easy to come by at the moment and 
badger, deer fox and even otter evidence can 
be observed, or even better, plaster-casted. 

We’ve mentioned starlings coming in 
to roost earlier in the season, but in some 
places rooks, jackdaws, carrion crows and 
even ravens gather at communal roosts. 
Their aerial acrobatics at dusk may not be 
on the same scale as a starling murmura- 
tion but can be almost as spectacular. 

Great-spotted woodpeckers begin drum¬ 
ming on dead wood now as part of their

territorial display. A morning walk through 
a quiet oak woodland is almost guaranteed 
to produce a sighting...or hearing. Another 
famous bird to start its courtship in winter 
is the tawny owl. 

These fabulous birds of prey are at their 
noisiest from December and be tracked 
down on a moonlit night by listening for 
their various calls. If nocturnal wanderings 
are not your thing, then January is the best 
time to put up your bird boxes or clean out 
old ones. This is the month when blue tits 
and great tits will begin looking for nest 
sites and the earlier your box is up and 
ready, the more likely a bird is to choose 
it over your neighbours! National Nest Box 
Week is usually around February 14. To 
attract the aforementioned species to your 
garden, why not make your own bird feeder 
or buy one. Either way feeding garden birds 
at this time of the year can make a real dif¬ 
ference to their survival. Most garden birds 
are insectivores but, for obvious reasons, 
have to switch their diet in the winter. 
Having seeds and nuts readily available 
for them in your garden is a great help. 
In the coldest weather fat balls are a great 
source of food and providing foods such as 
sunflower seeds will ensure your garden is 
popular with greenfinches and chaffinches 
as well as blue tits, great tits and if you are 
lucky coal and marsh tits. Locating a feeder 
near a window means you don’t even need 
to brave the weather to get a good glimpse 
of Salopian wildlife this month.

Council tax rise 
'not answer to 
care fund issue’ 

RAISING council tax to pay for social care will not gen¬ 
erate as much money as is needed in Shropshire, council 
bosses have said. 

Government ministers have agreed to allow councils to 
bring forward tax increases totalling six per cent over the 
next two years to pay for social care. 

It follows former chancellor George Osborne’s announce¬ 
ment last year that town halls would be permitted to add a 
two per cent “social care precept” onto bills to raise £2 bil¬ 
lion a year to help deal with the growing crisis in the sector. 

Now authorities will be able to impose the total six per¬ 
cent rise over two years rather than three, meaning a three 
per cent precept would be added to bills in 2017/18 and 
2018/19 but nothing in 2019/20. 

Ministers have agreed the rise, adding a total of more 
than £90 to the average bill for a Band D property. 

But Lee Chapman, Shropshire Council’s cabinet member 
for adults, said it was unlikely the authority would take 
that option, as it would come nowhere near paying for adult 
social care. 

He said instead Shropshire Council would continue to 
fight for a better settlement of government funding that 
recognised that the needs of the population in somewhere 
like Shropshire is not the same as more urban areas, with 
a higher proportion of older people more likely to require 
adult social care. 

He said: “They’re ignoring the fact that it’s different for 
different local authorities - because they have different 
populations. 

“Also the ability of local authorities to raise money de¬ 
pends on their council tax base, which again is different in 
different areas. 

“We would be very reluctant to raise council tax as we 
already increased it by two percent last year, in line with 
what the government allowed us to do. 

“Two percent increase will raise about £2 million for 
Shropshire, give or take. The increase in costs year-on-year 
for adult social care is £8 million. 

“In Shropshire adult social care is almost half of our 
budget. 

“To suggest that that can be paid for out of council tax 
alone is completely unrealistic. 

“And we have one of the most effective and efficient sys¬ 
tems of adult social care in the country, we a regularly talk¬ 
ing to other local authorities who are very keen to visit us 
to see how we do it. So that £8 million a year isn’t because 
we’re inefficient, out costs per head for over 65s are some 
of the lowest in the country.”

Village hit by flood

The clean-up operation continues in the village 


A MASSIVE clean-up operation is 
taking place after 12 properties 
were evacuated when a deluge of 
water flooded a village. 

It was 63 years to the day since Llan- 
rhaeadr-ym-Mochnant, near Oswestry, 
was hit by a sudden wall of water, flood¬ 
ing homes and businesses. 

And the village was once again hit by a del¬ 
uge on Friday last week with 40 properties 
affected. Twelve families spent the night in 
hotels or bed and breakfast accommodation 
and one family may need to leave their home 
indefinitely. Other residents had basements 
completely flooded or suffered water damage 
to cars and gardens. Fire crews and several 
police vehicles attended the incident following 
the burst in one of the three main pipes carry¬ 
ing water from Lake Vyrnwy to Oswestry. 

Crews from Mid & West Fire and Rescue 
Service pumped out one property and Powys

County Council provided sandbags in a bid 
to protect homes. And the intensive clean-up 
operation continued throughout the weekend 
despite heavy snowfall on Saturday. Heather 
Morris, who runs Bodalwyn Newsagents, was 
walking her dog Coda with her dad Brian 
Humphreys at 1.30pm on Friday, when they 
were suddenly confronted by a torrent flowing 
straight towards them from the aptly-named 
Waterfall Street. The street leads to Pistyll 
Rhaeadr, the UK’s tallest single-drop waterfall 
at 240-feet high. 

She said: “We were walking along the bot¬ 
tom of Waterfall Street when we saw a massive 
flood heading towards us. Dad grabbed our dog 
and I reached for my camera to take a picture. 
I’ve never seen anything like it. The water was 
moving fast and was carrying all sorts of debris 
along with it - flower pots, watering cans and I 
even saw my own lantern that had been by my 
doorstep floating by. 


“We couldn’t believe our eyes. We watched 
as the water flooded into businesses without 
any warning. We just couldn’t work out what 
had happened at the time, we knew there had 
been some snowfall on high ground and our 
best guess was that it had suddenly melted and 
flowed down the hill. 

“I’m not superstitious but it does seem to be 
a bit strange to have had such bad flooding on 
January 13 again after the events of 1964.” 

“The water was so powerful it has left holes 
in garden hedges.” 

United Utilities, which owns the large 
pipe, is investigating the cause of the burst. 
A spokesman said: “Our engineers are work¬ 
ing closely with the fire service to assist those 
who have been flooded. We will be visiting the 
householders and businesses affected to assess 
the damage and explain the process for claim¬ 
ing for any losses and getting their homes 
back to normal as quickly as possible. We will 
be doing all we can to help. Water supplies are 
not affected.” 


United Utilities said all properties would 
receive £250 compensation immediately “as 
a goodwill gesture”. Ron Lewis, who has run 
The Hand for the past six years, said he hadn’t 
been offered any compensation yet. 

He said: “The roads were like rivers, the 
water was two-feet-deep and I don’t think 
we will see anything like this again in our 
lifetimes. Our function room had a fair bit of 
water coming in. Some businesses will be ex¬ 
pecting a lot more than £250. That will just be 
the start hopefully.” 

Ian Jones, who runs Greatorex convenience 
store, said the second surge of water was far 
worse than the first but both miraculously 
missed his business at the bottom of Waterfall 
Street. “My main concern was that a number 
of gas cannisters in the shop could explode or 
become dangerous missiles in the water,” he 
said, “so I moved them and we used bags of 
fertiliser to divert the floodwater away from 
the road into the river.” 

A pipe burst in similar circumstances caus¬ 


ing extensive damage in the village on the 
other side of River Rhaeadr on January 13, 
1954. 

Roger Evans, who has lived in the village all 
his life, was just seven years old when it first 
happened in 1954. His relatives played a part 
in the massive clean-up operation of that time. 
He said: “This village has got to be the village 
of the damned, how something like this can 
happen twice in a lifetime, that’s really spooky 
and especially considering this time it was Fri¬ 
day the 13th. Very strange. It was a real mess 
in 1954. New sewerage had been put in at the 
time, and I don’t remember much but I know 
it ripped all of that out, and it all landed at the 
bottom of the road.” For Julia Evans, who has 
also lived in the village all her life, it was like a 
rewind button had been pressed. 

“I was just 10 years old when the first flood 
hit,” she said. She added: “Having seen this 
happen twice in my lifetime, I want to know 
what steps the water companies are taking to 
make sure this doesn’t happen again.”

The setting sun is casting a beautiful golden glow 
across the Brecon Beacons as a light mist hovers in 
the air. I imagine this epic scene would make ramblers 
go weak at the knees, if it wasn’t for the fact I’m 
shattering the peace with a highly-strung four-pot and 
a ludicrously over-engineered family hatchback. 

The roads atop the moors dip and dive across the kind 
of terrain that would make an Ordnance Survey map look 
like a plate of spaghetti. There are sweeping, well-sighted 
curves and tight switchbacks in equal measure, and this 
Focus RS is in its element. 

The light was already beginning to fade when I set 
off on an epic journey from the southern tip of Wales to 
Denbigh in the north. Approximately 180 miles with not so 
much as a dual carriageway to catch my breath. 

I’m not complaining, though. This third- generation 
Focus RS might not be quite as bewinged as its 
predecessors, but it’s still a proper rally car wannabe. The 
2.3-litre EcoBoost engine makes 345bhp and one hell of 
a racket as gunshots ring from the exhaust on upshifts. 

The Focus RS has traditionally used front-wheel drive, 
with some technical wizardry employed to try, and mostly 
fail, to tame unwanted torque steer under acceleration. 

But the new version gets the all-wheel drive system Fast 
Ford fans have been crying out for. It’s a mighty clever 
thing, too. With a rear-biased torque delivery in Sport 
mode, the Focus handles like a ludicrously grippy rear- 
wheel-drive car when you’re pushing its limits. 

With the low sun casting long shadows across the road 
and my only companions up here an endless supply of 
suicidal sheep, I decide to swallow a brave pill and see if I 
can discover where those limits lie. 

I quickly discover they’re well beyond what I could ever 
find on the road. Simply chuck the RS into a corner to 
shift the weight to the outer rear wheel, then plant your 
foot on the throttle and let the all-wheel drive system 
make you look like a hero. Then giggle incessantly before 
doing it all over again at the next bend. 

The slightly heavy steering at low speeds suddenly 
makes sense once you start channelling your inner 
hooligan. The days of communicative steering are 
unfortunately behind us, but you still get a sense of how 
much grip the front end has. 

I hadn’t really gelled with the RS until now. You sit too 
high, the interior feels cheap and the Sync infotainment 
system is a lesson in bad design. Ignore the fact that the 
ride is so harsh that even in Normal mode you’ll need 
your chiropractor on speed dial, and you quickly forget 
it’s not your everyday, common-or-garden Focus. 

Leaving the moorlands in my rear-view mirror, I find 
myself on a mountain pass seemingly miles from 
civilisation. Out here, with empty roads and full beams 
straining to illuminate the horizon, the Focus RS is an 
absolute blast. 

I can see why some won’t like it. The fact that at 
anything below 100 per cent effort it can feel ordinary 
can be a turn-off, but when you start to reach the upper 
reaches of its performance, it’s just mind-blowing. 

And with prices starting at just £31,250, is there a better 
performance car for the money?

IN A dramatic finish, Newtown be¬ 
came the first team to take points 
off The New Saints this season as 
Jamie Price’s last-gasp strike earned 
a thrilling 3-3 draw at Latham Park. 

The Saints had arrived in fine fettle after 
reeling off a world record 27 consecutive 
top flight victories in all competitions, their 
efforts taking them 21 points clear at the 
top of the Dafabet Welsh Premier. 

After trailing to a 20th minute header from 
Neil Mitchell, the runaway leaders hit back 
through Aeron Edwards (28), Greg Draper (37) 
and Adrian Cieslewicz’s fine curling strike five 
minutes into the second period as they looked to 
have another win in their grasp. 

But Newtown, despite toiling in the relega¬ 
tion zone, had other ideas, and pulled one back 
through debutant Nick Rushton’s header on 81 
minutes before Price curled in his free kick in 
the dying seconds for a deserved point to end 
TNS’ world record winning run. 

The draw dashed the Saints’ hopes of beating 
Celtic’s British record of 25 straight league wins 
set in 2003/04. Their run finished on 22, but they 
remain firmly on course for a sixth successive 
title, and 11th in their history. 

“It’s disappointing seeing you’re run end, par¬ 
ticularly after being 3-1 up,” said captain and 
goalkeeper Paul Harrison. 

Pressure’s off 

“But we’ll move on now, and now the pres¬ 
sure’s off, we’ll look to get back to winning 
games with good performances, rather than by 
any means possible which we have been.” 

TNS were looking for a third win against New¬ 
town this season, but were given an early scare 
when the lively Rushton, in his second spell with 
the Robins after joining on loan from Connah’s 
Quay, pulled an early shot just wide. 

Jason Oswell then failed to capitalise when 
well placed from a Stef Edwards cross as TNS 
lacked their customary poise early on. 

And Newtown’s efforts were rewarded on 20 
minutes when Mitchell nodded home from close 
range after an Alex Fletcher corner had been 
headed onto the post. 

The goal spurred TNS who saw Edwards de¬ 
nied by keeper Dave Jones when through on 
goal before the midfielder made no mistake on 
28 minutes when firing home a rebound after 
Jones had kept out his first effort. 

Oswell spurned a golden chance of restoring 
the home lead when heading over from a Price 
corner, and that missed opportunity appeared 
costly on 37 minutes when Draper prodded home 
a low Ryan Pryce cross. 

The Saints survived strong penalty claims 


following a challenge on Rushton right on half time, 
and were further ahead five minutes into the second 
period when a cross was cleared only as far as Cies- 
lewicz who curled a terrific effort beyond Jones and 
into the corner. 

Newtown were undaunted at the two goal deficit 
as they pushed forward, but the visitors had chances 
to make the game safe with Steve Saunders and Ed¬ 
wards both off target with headed efforts. 

The Robins themselves threatened with Rushton 
and Price just narrowly missing the target, before 
Rushton forced the ball home nine minutes from time 
following a deep corner. 

Substitute Scott Quigley had chances to have 
wrapped up the Saints win only to be denied by Jones 
in goal as both sides pushed in a frantic finish. 


Even so, the Saints looked to have another three 
points in their grasp before Oswell was fouled by 
Saunders in the 94th minute, and Price curled a free 
kick in off the post to stun the league leaders. 

Newtown boss Chris Hughes was delighted with the 
point, which will lift spirits ahead of his side’s quest 
to escape the basement shackles in the second half of 
the season. 

“With the other results, it was an important point 
as it keeps us in the frame,” he said. “We now need to 
keep that spirit, determination and effort in the sec¬ 
ond half of the season. There is a lot of belief in our 
dressing room, you can’t write us off. 

“The frustrating thing is had we shown more of 
what we did in parts today against TNS, then we 
would not be where we are in the table.”

HOLDERS The New Saints 
chase their first piece of sil¬ 
verware this season when they 
take on old rivals Barry Town 
United in Saturday’s final of the 
Nathaniel MG Cup at the Cyn- 
coed Stadium - home of Car¬ 
diff Met University (5.15pm). 

The all conquering Saints have lifted the 
trophy for the past two years, and will be firm 
favourites to repeat the feat as they look to con¬ 
tinue their stunning campaign. 

A piece of silver will be the perfect pick-me-up 
after TNS’ world record 27-match winning run 
came to end with last weekend’s 3-3 Welsh Pre¬ 
mier draw at Newtown. 

“It was going to end sometime, but the man¬ 
ner of it was disappointing with us being 3-1 up 
and having enough chances to have scored six or 
eight,” said boss Craig Harrison. 

“We’ll now dust ourselves down and go again, 
but we should be very proud of what we have 
achieved. The lads have been fantastic, and we’ll 
now look to win the first of what we hope will 
many more trophies this season.” 

Saturday’s tie pits together two of of the big 
names of domestic Welsh football, with Barry the 
dominant force in the mid-1990s and early 2000s, 
only to fall from grace in spectacular fashion. 

But they are on the way back these days, and 
currently lie second in the Welsh League division 
one as they chase a return to the top flight. Both 
clubs have remarkable records in domestic foot¬ 
ball, with Barry winning seven Welsh Premier 
crowns, six Welsh Cups and four league cups. 

Records 

However, their achievements have been sur¬ 
passed by TNS who now have 10 league titles to 
their names, six Welsh Cup triumphs and seven 
league cups, as well as a host of domestic records. 

Harrison is relishing the showdown, which will 
be screened live on S4C (5.15), and says his treble 
winning side for the past two seasons cannot af¬ 
ford to allow their guard to slip. They were given 
a scare when the sides met in the fourth round 
of the Welsh Cup last season, with TNS trailing 
before eventually securing a 5-2 win. 

Despite unbeaten this season, Harrison is 
under no illusions that his charges will face a 
tough task against a Barry side who knocked out 
two Welsh Premier sides - Cardiff Met and Car¬ 
marthen Town - en route to the final. 

“We played them last season in the Welsh Cup, 
it was a tough game, and we expect nothing less 
than that in this final,” he said. 

“Every game is tough, every team wants to 
beat us. The fact they’re a tier below us doesn’t 
mean it won’t be a very, very difficult game.” 

TNS - who came in at the quarter-final stage 
- have overcome Bangor City and gap Connah’s 
Quay. Saturday’s encounter will evoke memories 
of the famous Welsh Cup final between the sides 
in 1996 which TNS (then Llansantffraid) won on 
penalties following a thrilling tussle that ended 
3-3 after extra-time at the old Cardiff Arms Park.

AN Oswestry solicitor has been the talk of 
work colleagues and clients alike after making 
his debut with Cardiff RFC in their Challenge 
Cup game against Bridgend Ravens at the 
city’s prestigious Arms Park.

“Along with my friend, Oliver Jenkins, I 
was selected on the basis of my performance 
in that match and we drove to Arms Park on 
Tuesday, trained with Cardiff, and played for 
them against Bridgend the next day.

Harrison: It 
hurts that the 
run is over 

CRAIG Harrison admitted The New 
Saints were “hurting” after seeing their 
record breaking unbeaten run come to 
end as Newtown salvaged a last-gasp 
draw. 

The runaway leaders of the Dafabet 
Welsh Premier had set a world record 
27 consecutive top flight victories in all 
competitions this term, eclipsing the 26 
set by Dutch giants Ajax in 1972. 

However, hopes of extending that run 
were dashed following a dramatic finish 
at Latham Park that saw Newtown earn 
a draw through Jamie Price’s terrific in¬ 
jury time free kick. 

“It shows how far we’ve come when 
we get commiserations when we draw,” 
said manager Harrison. 

“The lads were hurting in the dressing 
room afterwards. The run was going to 
come to an end some time, but we were 
disappointed in the manner in which it 
happened. 

“We were 3-1 up, had enough chances 
to have wrapped it up, while Newtown 
scored all three of their goals from set 
plays, albeit the last one was a fantastic 
free kick.” 

He added: “On the plus side, it was 
another point towards hopefully win¬ 
ning the title, and it’s now important we 
maintain our high standards. 

“It was disappointing but I can’t be 
too harsh on the lads as they have just 
won 27 out of 27 before this game.” 

The draw ended the Saints’ hopes 
of beating Celtic’s British record of 25 
straight league wins set in 2003/04, 
Their run finished on 22, while Portu¬ 
guese giant Benhca hold the record with 
29. 

TNS remain 21 points clear at the top 
with 10 games remaining, and 10 more 
points would be enough to clinch a sixth 
league title, and 11th in their history.
